Dr. Graves Arises from 
His Tomb, 


Leaving Behind a Pine Log as 
a Memento, 


At All Events He is Not Now in 
Statu Quo, 


According to the Tale of an Old 
Neighbor. 


The Coffin Now Reported to Have Been 
Opened Before the Burial—Counterfeit 
Remains Said to Have Been 

Done in Wax.

DENVER, Oct. 19.—(By .the Associ- 
ated Press.) The News publishes 2 
sensational story to the effect that Dr. 
T. Thatcher Graves, the famous pois- 
oner, who was supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide in jail, is not dead. It

The rumor has been current here for 
some time that the body carried from 
the County Jail was really wax; that 
the parties to the deception were some 
high officials. This rumor was strength- 
ened by the refusal to allow the re- 
mains to te viewed, except by the 
most intimate friends, and by the fur- 
ther fact that the Yidow refused to 
allow the remains to be embalmed.

THOSE FIGURES. 


The Receipts Nothing Like the Estimates 
Prepared Last Year. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senator McPherson 
for the Senate Committee on Coinage 
presented a statement from the Secre- 
tary of Treasury, showing the esti- 
mated receipts of the public revenues 
submitted to the last Congress for the 
present fiscal year was $405,000,000, not 
including the postal service, and the 
estimated expenditures, also excluding 
postal service, $307,000,000, showing an 
estimated excess of receipts of $32,000,- 
000 for the year. 

The estimate shows average monthly 
receipts of ype and average ex- 
penditures, $31,000 The actual re- 
ceipts so far during the year do not 
reach the estimated figure by over 
$7,000,000 per month. The Secretary at- 
tributes the falling off to financial dis- 
turbances, and says a careful inspection 
‘of the figures will show the deficiency 
due to the falling off of the revenues 
and not increase of the expenditures.

DEATH IN FLAMES, 


An Explosion Causes a 
Horrible Affair. 


A Helpless Woman Pinned Un- 
der Burning Timbers. 


Persons Struck by the Debris 


Four 
and Hurt. — 


The Newbern’s Silver and Her Captain—Odd 
Fellows Hold Another Session—The 
Farmers’ Alliance Elects Of- 
ficers—Evans Plotting.

SPOKANE (Wash.,) Oct. 19.—(By the 
Assoviated Press}) Shortly. before 9 
o’clock this evening a terrific explosion 
shook the business section of the city. 
A minute later the flames burst out in 
a frame store on Howard street, be- 
tween Sprague and First streets. There 
had been a gas explosion in the dye- 
works of C. L. Trotter, which quickly 
set fire to that building and the ad- 
joining book-store of Henry Feise. 

In the book-store were half a dozen 
people. Mrs. William Bean was caught 
in the debris and burned to death In 
view of those trying to save her. One 
man tried hard to pull away the wreck, 
was finally driven back by the flames. 
Miss Ruth Turner and two men and a 
boy were injured on the head. One 
of the men was pinned by falling 
timebrs. 

Miss Turner and others climbed out 
at the window and appealed to the 
crowd for help to get out the impris- 
oned victims, but the flames impris- 
spreading so rapidly that no one would 
respond. Later the police and firemen 
broke into the wrecked building and 
removed the body of Mrs. Bean. 

It is feared that other lives may have 
been lost in the dye-works, but the 
place is so wrecked by the explosion 
and fire that this uncertainty may not 
be cleared up before morning. The 
windows were broken four blocks away. 
The property loss will be between $5000 
and $10,000. 

When Mrs. Bean saw that rescue 
was out of the question, she gave fare- 


well messages to her husband and 
children. 


Albert Smith who tried to save her, 
then fled for his own life, and not a 
moment too soon. At the door he met 
a fireman, but the flames drove the 
latter back.

The Weekly Bulletin for Southern Call- 
fornia. 


Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern «California 
weather service for the week ending 
October 13: 


The clear, warm weather, of which 
reference was made in the last bul- 
letin, continued during the past week 
until the latter part, when it was suc- 
ceeded by a cooler atmosphere and 
some cloudiness, 

The daily excess in temperature dur- 
ing the warm days at Los Angeles 
ranged from 1 to 13 deg., and the de- 
parture at San Diego was 9 deg. in ex- 
cess of the weekly normal. Northerly 
winds prevailed, with a low percentage 


of humidity.

The rains. are holding off 
longer than usuals» Musick: The 
weather. has been favorable for raisin 
and fruit-drying. Wine grapes in fine 
condition are being picked. 

Ventura county — Bardsdale: The 
weather has generally: been cooler, but 
with some hot wind,.the past week. 
Indications of rain have disappeared, 
and the conditions and prospects are 
normal. 

Los Angeles county—Pasadena: The 
warm weather of the past few days 
was followed by cop}, cloudy weather. 
The walnut is mostly harvested, 
and is fine quality and quantity. 
Raisin-drying is practically finished. 
Oranges are doing finely. Duarte: The 
week was warm, dry:and favorable to 
all crops.

San Diego is Anxious About Winter 
Tourist Business. 


The Pullmans are Doing Quite Well—Raisins, 
Honey and Beans—Shipping for the 
East—Local Railroad 
Notes. 


The San Diegan-Sun of Wednesday 
had this: 

“The story printed in these columns 
yesterday from a reliable source about 
the system of boycotting now prevail- 
ing among the Eastern railway lines 
against the Santa Fe, ought to be an 
important pointer to the officers of that 
company—if they have not already had 
the pointer. The proposition as a whole 
is not new. In old times, when a re- 
creant railroad could be brought to 
time in no other way, its tickets were 
“turned to the wall,” as the railway 
men call it, and a pressure was applied 
which was found to be rather severe. 
But it appears to us that the Santa Fe, 
owning its line all the way from Chi- 
cago to San Diego—’er, beg pardon, to 
National City—ought to be able, with 
the exercise of a little gumption, to 
break down even a combined -boycott 
against it. Let the Santa Fe cut loose 
from all such associations for a time, 
and make such low rates as it, of all 
transcontinental lines, can make, and 
the boycotters will probably be able to 
discover the errors of their ways in 
less time than it takes Prof. Brooks to 
discover a new comet. San Diego is 
not, entirely unselfish in hoping that 
the Santa Fe will adopt this plan of 
procedure. As it is now, while the 
fight is made against the Santa Fe, 
San Diego appears to be the chief vic- 
tim, for tickets can be sold direct to 
other Pacific Coast terminal points by 
way of other lines than the Santa Fe, 
while San Diego is booked as an ex- 
clusively Santa Fe town. As has been 
heretofore remarked, the situation in 
regard to transcontinental passenger 
rates is now very much strained, and 
all the indications are that a war will 
prevail this winter. By no line of ar- 
gument can it be shown that it will 
do harm to California or to San 
Diego.”’ 

NORTHERN PACIFIC REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The annual report of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad was sub- 
mitted to the stockholders at their 
meeting today. It shows that the gross 
earnings, including the receipts from 
the Wisconsin Central and other leased 
and branch roads, for the year ending 
June 30, were $29,551,803; operating ex- 
penses and taxes, $18,593,340; net earn- 
ings from operations, $10,757,963; other 
receipts, $2,166,727. Total net income, 
$12,924,690. 

Against this have accrued the follow- 
ing charges: Rentals, $33489,724; inter- 
est on the funded debt, $7,092,160; guar- 
antee to branch road companies, $1,- 
453,972; interest other than on the 
funded debt, $499,716; sinking funds 


accrued, $1,117,538; sundries, $160,338. 

Total, $14,813,945. Deficit for the year, 
,256. 

During the fiscal year, the funded 


debt was increased by the issue of $6,- 
000,000 in collateral trust notes, and 
decreased by the redemption of the fol- 
lowing bonds by action of the sinking 
fund of the Missouri division, $32,000; 
Pend d’OreJle division, $28,000; general 
first mortgage bonds, $423,000; general 
seconé mortgage bonds, $212,000. From 
the proceeds of land sales these bonds 
have been cancelled: Pend d’Oreille 
division, $382,000. Total reduction of 
the funded debt, $1,087,000. 

The land commissioners’ report shows 
sales for the year of 280,511 acres, 
amounting to $1,251,397. The number of 
acres remaining unsold were 38,442,500. 

The meeting adjourned at 2 p.m. until 
tomorrow, when the stockholders will 
have an additional two hours in which 
to vote. There were 550,000 shares 
voted today. The Ives-Belmont fac- 
tion voted 420,000 shares. It can be 
stated on undisputed authority that the 
new directors will choose Brayon Ives 
for president, Robert Harris for vice- 
president. The new board of directors 
will be as given in prior Associated 
Press dispatches. eet 

The annual election of directors which 
began today adjourned until tomorrow, 


in order to give all the stockholders 


an opportunity to vote. In all about 
580,000 shares of stock, 40,000 less than 
the total cast at the last annual elec- 
tion, were voted today.

A very important meeting of the diss 
trict attorneys of Southern California . 
counties was held in San Bernardino 
last Tuesday. The legal advisers of 
the counties of Los Angeles, San Ber- 
nardino, Orange, Riverside and Sanr- 
Diego ‘were present, and it was unani- 
mously decided to carry out the pur- 
pose for which the meeting was called. —

Bishop have recently begun suit against 
W. L. Adams and H. N. Kellum in 
the Circuit Court for infringement of _ 
the patent hydrocyanic gas treatment. 

trees. Several of the citrus coufi- 
ties have used this process, and have 
furnished tents to assist fruit-growers . 
in destroying the red scale. Wheli 
Dist.-Atty. MoLachian was in office he 
advised the Board of Supervisors that , 
the county had a right to use the tents — 
as the process was not patentable. The 
district attorneys of the citrus counties 
for these reasons have decided to take 
part in the defense to this first action 


commenced by the patentees in the, 
United States courts. 


In the application for patent made _ 
by Wall, Jones and Bishop, after stat--~ 
ing that the invention is designed for 
the destruction of scale bugs, etc, 
they describe their process as fumigat- 
ing the tree or plant with hydrocyanic-. 
acid gas in the absence of light. Al- 
though hydrocyanic gas has been used 
for a similar purpose by others, yet it. 
damaged the foliage and fruit. They’ 
claim that their process differs from 
that ordinarily employed theretofore _. 
only in that they exclude the light. In’ 
the application for patent the process 
is thus illustrated: ‘“‘The tree is first 
enveloped with an oiled or painted 
canvas in the ordinary way, such can- 
vas being impervious to the rays of, 
light surrounding the tree. We ther 
place in a vessel under the canvas 
three ounces of cyanide of potassiuni, 
then six ounces of water and then pour 
intothe vessel three ounces of sul-.. 
phufic acid and close the covering for 
about fifteen minutes. The canvas is 
then removed. The vessel may be 
covered with a piece of sacking or 
other textile fabric after the sulphuric 
acid is peured into it. This will pre- 
vent the sprays from the decomposing. 
chemicals from injuring t&e plant or 
canvas.”’ The patent is then asked for 
“the process set forth of fumigating 
plants with hydrocyanic-acid gas ig 
the absence, substantially, of the 
actinic rays of light.” 

In the complaint sworn to by Wall, 
Jones and Bishop they not only claim 
to be the first discoverers of the “‘night 
process,’’ but that the process had not 
been known,. used or published prior 
to’ the application of said patentees. 
In this connection, Prof. Coquillet as 
agent, division of entomology, United 
States Department of Agritulture; in @ 
communication just made public claims 
not only to have preceded Messrs. 
Wall, Jones and Bishop in the knowl- 
edge of this process, but also to have 
preceded them in the successful use 
and publication of the same. Prof. Co- 
quillett avers that, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, he was the first 
to use the gaS in the month of Septem- | 
ber, 1886, and that after he had made 
a number of experiments with this gas 
during the different hours of the: day.

In the autumn of 
1886, aided by Messrs. J. W. Wolfskill 
and Alexander Craw, he treated several 
citrus trees with hydrocyanic gas at 
night, and found the result most satis- 
factory. Prof. Coquillett also says that 
on the 26th of September, with the aid - 
of Amos D. Bishop, one of the gentle- 
men who later patented the -process, 
and another, he

Journalism as a Career. 

A Pennsylvania exchange announces 
that, in spite of the fact that no suc- 
cess has attended any attempt hereto- 
fore made to establish schools of jour- 
nalism, the university of that State 
proposes to offer amofig the college 
courses this year a course designed to 
prepare young men for newspaper 
work. Prof. Jéseph French Johnson, 
who is to have charge of the depart- 
ment, announces that ‘‘the university 
does not expect to graduate editors, 
but to give its students a liberal edu- 
cation and training that shall be of 
service to them when they enter news- 
paper offices. 

This reminds us that one of the most 
interesting articles which we have 
read for a long time on the subject of 
journalism was published in the August 
Forum. It is entitled, ‘Journalism asa 
Career,” and was written by J. W. 
Keller, president of the New York 
Press Club. Mr. Keller takes a rather 
gloomy view of the “profession,’’ but 
there is much truth in his article, and 
it should be read by all young men 
who contemplate entering the field of 
journalism. 

Mr. Keller premises his article with 
the statement that “journalism in its 
essential qualifications is a learned pro- 
fession; in its exactions, its limitation 
to income and its insecurity to employ- 
ment it is more- nearly a trade.’ In 
this he refers to labor in journalism, 
not to capital. As to the latter, the 
fundamental principle of metropolitan 
journalism today, he says, is to buy 
white paper at 3 cents a pound and Sell 
it at 10 cents a pound. Referring to the 
attraction which journalism has for 
young men, Mr. Keller says: 


“There is no calling so alluring to 
the young and the uninitiated as news- 
paper work: The variety, the excite- 
ment, the constantly-recurring oppor- 
tunities to visit new scenes, to meet 
famous people, to undergo novel ex- 
periences, envelop this work in a seduc- 
tive glamour. The fact that behind 
its representative always stands the 
mighty power of the newspaper itself 
fills the novice with a delightful sen- 
sation that approximates intoxication. 
He assumes that he is part of that 
vast, indefinite and mysterious poten- 
tiality which the public dreads and 
fears, and sometimes, not unreason- 
ably, hates. To have men of years and 
wealth and station treat him with 
deferential consideration swells him 
with a sense of his own importance. 
To be paid to go where other people 
pay to go, to take precedénce in public 
gatherings, to enter portals closed to 
others, to penetrate police and fire 
lines — in short, to experience all the 
advantages which policy rather than 
courtesy extends to the newspapers— 
is a constant deligh® to the new re- 
porter. Nor is it less gratifying to him 
to realize that he has stepped from 
the door of his alma mater into a new 
world which furnishes him with a liv- 
ing while it entertains him so royally. 
His classmate who chose the law is 
still digging in a law school or drudg- 
ing in a lawyer’s office, actually pay- 
ing money to learn a profession, while 
he is paid to learn the newspaper busi- 
ness.”’ 


The young man jumps into a good 
income sooner than in almost any other 
line of business, but his income does 
not increase from year to year, while 
his expenses do, especially if he fulfills 
the duty of the citizen and undertakes 
to raise a family—an enterprise which 
some people have gone so far as to say 
that no newspaper man should attempt. 
We quote again from Mr. Keller’s 
article: 


‘Novelty has ceased to attract him; 
he no longer feels the spur of ambi- 
tion, enthusiasm is dead, the glamour 
of journalism is gone. He fights stub- 
bornly for a living for himself and 
family. But with all his desperate 
struggling he sees his income dwindle 
just as it grew. The best work is 
given to younger men, to those who 
are nimbler on their feet and quicker 
with their pens. Unlike the soldier, he 
finds his years of faithful service count 
for nothing. He has grown old in a 
business which has no plece for old 
men, where to grow old is accounted 
almost a crime. He is not dismissed, 
but he is starved out—not deliberately, 
but beeause the work must be done 
more quickly than he can do it. de 
cannot better his condition with any 
other newspaper, because every other 
newspaper recognizes that he is of as 
little value to it as he is to the jour- 
nal which sapped his vitality and 
dropped him. What becomes of him? 
If he has been frugal and thrifty, he 
may have saved enough money to in- 
sure him against penury. With these 
Savings and fugitive work here and 
there, he is enabled to eke out his ex- 
istence to the end. If he has saved 
nothing—and thrift is not the character- 
istic or privilege of newspaper men in 
general—he becomes one of those gray 
ghosts that haunt Newspaper Row ask- 
ing for work that is seldom given, 
begging a little money from this friend 
or that, dying at last so poor that de- 
cent burial is vouchsafed only through 
the meager charity of the Press Club. 
This picture is not attractive, but its 
truth is fully attested by the white 
and silent witnesses that dot the green 
Bward of the Cypress Hills Cemetery.” 

This is, indeed, not a very discour- 
aging picture, but there is a brighter 
side to the question. The profession, 
or business, or trade of journalism— 
call it what you will—has made great 
advances during the past few years. 
It demands and secures the services of 
@ better class of people. There are 
many more prizes than there used to 
be. The leading writers of today find 
it profitable to sell their works to press 
syndicates. There are special writers 


in this country who are in receipt of 


large and increasing incomes, and they 
are not all of them young men, 

Then, besides this, there are many 
prizes outside of the field of journalism 
which frequently fall to the lot of the 
newspaper man, who respects himself 
and knows how to make others respect 
him. The experience gained by a 
journalist is of large value to public 
men, and they quite frequently avail 
themseves of such services. Many of 
the. secretaries of our leading men, from 
the President down, have been news- 
paper men. 

Mr. Keller claims that it is practically 
impossible for a newspaper worker to 
attain control of a daily newspaper. This 
may be true in regard to the great 
daily papers of New York, but it does 
not hold good in regard to smaller 
papers throughout the country. The 
young journalist, if he is industrious 
and frugal, will not fail to encounter 
opportunities to acquire an interest in 
some growing publication, which may 
have great possibilities. His future 
will then depend to a great extent on 
himself. Such a beginning has often 
proved a stepping stone to much larger 
things in the world of journalism. 

While Mr. Keller’s article is an in- 
teresting one, and should, as we have 
stated, be read by all young men who 
think of becoming newspaper men, we 
are inclined to think he takes too 
gloomy a view of the subject. In 
journalism, as in any other line of busi- 
ness, success or failure depends not so 
much upon the business as upon the 
character and ability of the man who 
is engaged in it. 


Great Fortunes. 

Much attention has been directed of 
late to the colossal fortunes which are 
being accumulated in this country, not 
only accumulated, but handed down 
from generation to generation, ‘“‘unto 
the third and fourth,” as in the case 
of the Astor family. It used to be con- 
sidered that the American system of di- 
viding property among the children in- 
stead of giving it all to” the eldest son, 
as in England, would prevent the dan- 
ger of the accumulation of wealth in 
this country, but the lesson of the past 
few years shows that this cannot be 
depended upon. In 1890 it was claimed 
that there were in round numbers in 
England 200 persons worth more than 
$5,000,000 each, 100 in the United States, 
about the same number in Germany 
and Austria, 75 in France, 50 in Rus- 
sia, and the same in India, with 125 in 
all other countries. Probably since 
that time there has been some increase 
over that number in the United States. 

According to these figures, the United 
States has about 20 per cent. of the 
millionaires in the world. This is a re- 
markable proportion when the extreme 
youth of this country is considered, 
as compared with the old countries of 
Burope and Asia, in which accumula- 
tion has been going on for hundreds 
and even thousands of years. 

The American Cultivator is one of the 
few exchanges on our list which does 
not “view with alarm’”’ this great in- 
crease in the number of millionaires in 
the United States. Such an exception 
is the more remarkable, aathe agri- 
cultural press of the country generally 
has been very strong in denouncing 
the concentration of wealth into the 
hands of a few. Our contemporary 
has the following to say on the sub-. 
ject: 

“There is one thing that should be 
considered, however, when we think of 
these multi-millionaires. In England 
very few of them have accumulated 
their wealth in business or employ it 
in business. It is principally in large 
holdings of real estate, and whatever 
income they derive fromit is from the 
rental of the property. This wealth 
gives employment to but a fortunate 
few personal servants, while it deprives 
many of profitable employment, because 
it withholds large tracts of land that 
might well be cultivated from those 
who would gladly work upon it, and 
who might, by so doing furnish 
cheaper food to the workingmen in 
other business. The same thing is true 
of continental Europe. Those who are 
not landholders are mostly bankers, 
and but few who have $6,000,000 are 
engaged in manufactures or in any 
other business. 

“In America the reverse is true. 
Nearly every one of them has his cap- 
ital employed in active business, and 
gives employment to thousands of peo- 
ple. Take, for instance, George Gould, 
whose $50,000,000 gives employment to 
50.000 men. The same may be said of 
the Vanderbilt fortune and that of 
the magnates of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, those who own the coal mines, 
the members of the beef, and pork 
packing companies, and even those of 
the mining regions. The merchant 
princes who have $5,000,000 are not 
many, and probably their employees 
are not in the proportion of one man 
to each $1000 of capital, but some of 
them are also owners of large stock- 
holders in mills or manufactories 
where the proportion is much larger.” 

This argument is good as far is it 
goes, but the fact remains that the ac- 
cumulation of so enormous an amount 
of wealth in a few hands carries with 
it great possible dangers which were 
not foreseen by the founders of this 
republic, to whom one year’s income of 
our wealthitst men would have ap- 
peared a very large fortune. -Bectause 
no great evil has’ yet come from the 
existence of these great fortunes it is 
not safe to conclude that such will al- 
ways be the case. It will not do to 
take it for granted that the young men 
who inherit these great fortunes after 
the modern American fashion will al- 


ways be sensible, conservative and Pa- | 


triotic. In case they are not, it is easy 
to see how they could do a vast amount 
of harm. There is a great sentiment in 
this couritry in favor of the festric- 
tion of these fortunes by means either 
of an accumulative system of taxation 
on income or of a large tax on 
inheritance, and it fs probable that 
some such legislation “will be urged 
upon Congress within afew years. 
Meantime, as we have frequently re- 
marked, it would be a great step in 
advance if the wealthy could only be 
made to pay their just proportion of 
taxation, in whatever shape their prop- 
erty might be. If this were done the 
people would at least reap some direct 
benefit from these vast accumulations 
of wealth.

Therefore he had 
to be removed, and a receiver appointed 
who will work in harmony with th 
commissioners.

THE BOOKMAKERS. 
They ate Not as Literary as the Name 
Implies. 

(The Crusader:) Twenty years ago 
there was not a single bookmaker or 
poolroom in the United States. So un- 
noticed have these dangerous methods 
of gambling grown into power, possibly 
through the innocent appearing names, 
‘‘hookmakers’’ and ‘‘poolrooms,’’ that 
public attention has only become 
aroused by the wide-spread havoc, de- 
struction and ruin these have every- 
where caused.

The reputation of the horse is 
the bookmaker’s guide for making the 
odds of two dollarsor more for one. 
Thus, the bookmaker has wagers down 
in his book say, on a dozen horses, only 
one of whichcan win. On this he loses, 
but wins on the other eleven—of course 
the betters on these losing their money. 
Therefore the bookmaker is safe while 
his patrons eventually lose all. 

The pool room is popularly supposed 
to be a resort where foolish young men 
piuy asort of game with balls, some- 
thing like billiards. The modern pool- 
room is a gambling hell, where bets of 
one dollar up are taken onthe races, 
baseball games, prize-fights and o 
events of a sporting nature. '

Meeting of Commissioners for 
Southern Counties. 


Proposed Building to Cost Twenty- 
‘five Thousand Dollars. 


Plans of the Architect Submitted—The Ex- 
hibit to Be General in its C harac- 
ter—Some Enthusiastic 

Speeches. 


A meeting of the Médwinter Fair 
.wmmissioners from the Southern coun- 
ties was held at the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday afternoon, There were 
present the following» delegates, with 
others interested in the proposed eéx- 
hibition: 

Los Angeles county—Messrs. Charles 
Forman, J. 8S. Slauson, T. D. Stimson, 
F. Kiokke, A. E. Pomeroy, 
Charlies Silent. 

San Bernardino county—Messrg. H. 
L. Drew, T. S. Ingham, James Filem- 
ing, W. E. Collins, A. 8. Auchincloss, 

San Diego county—R. H. Young. 

Riverside county—Messrs. F. T. Lin- 
denberger, E. E. Hamilton, J. R. New- 
berry. 

Ventura county—F. A. Foster. 

Orange county and Santa Barbara 
county were not represented. 

Mr. Slauson was called to the chair, 
and C. D. Willard’ was elected secre- 


tary. 

Mr. Young was asked to state the at- 
titude of San Diego county in relation 
to the Midwinter Fair. — 

He made a brief and hearty speech, 
to the effect that San Diego county 
stands ready to do her part with en- 
thusiasm, to help make the State ex- 
hibit something to be proud of. He 
also made a brief report of the meet- 
ing to which he was appointed re- 
cently, held in San Francisco. It was 
decided then to have low rates from 
the East, and already a rate has been 
fixed upon of $65 from Missouri points, 
for, first-class passage, with an addi- 
tion of about $22 more from Chicago. 
He believes the fair will be the means 
of bringing a great many le here, 
and we cannot afford to be left out of 
it. The World’s Fair has stirred up a 
great interest in this State, and the 
Midwinter Fair will crystallize that tn- 
terest. The question is how can we best 
work. We are thrown on our re- 
sources, without help from the count 
fathets. What money get will 
have to be raised by subscriptions. 

Mr. Young here advis sending a 
committee to San Francisco to confer 
with the Executive Committee and see 
how we can best further our our inter- 
ests in the matter. San Francisco is 
being spoken of as the “Palm City,”’ 
and we have it largely in our power 
to assist in making it one of the most 
beautiful real palm cities of the world. 

Mr. Young was asked by the chair- 
man as to the San Diego idea of erect- 
ing a building and massing the South- 
ern California exhibit in that. The re- 
ply was that the San Diego people de- 
sired that. 

The matter of securing funds by act 
of Legislature was brought up, and 
spoken upon briefly, after which Mr. 


Forman stated that, during his recent 


visit to San Francisco he learned that 
all necessary concessions in the way of 
railroad fare would be made, and these 
would extend to all parts of the State. 
Coupons of admission to the fair will 
also be issued with local tickets. He re- 
gards the matter of rates as entirely 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Ingham stated that if a building 
for Southern California was put up, San 
Bernardino would be in favor of join- 
ing in. He believed that the county 
would in some way raise the neces- 
sary funds. 

Opposition was strong against mak- 
ing the Southern California exhibit a 
citrus exhibit. Mr. Forman and others 
were emphatic in desiring that all of 
our varied products find a place there. 
The whole world knows now that we 
can produce oranges, but it does not 
know that we can produce almost 
everything that is desirable under the 


sun, Let our pork go with our 
oranges, and our petroleum with our 
walnuts. . 


Plans for the building acording to 
various ideas were then submitted for 
inspection. ; 

Mr 8S. P. Hunt, architect, explained 
his plan in detail. This was for a 
main central building, 50x50 feet, with 
two wings 50x40 feet each, covering 
10,000 square feet of ground, at a cost 
of from $8000 to $10,000. It has a dome, 
or arched roof effect, giving space for 
monumental exhibits, with a gallery 
running entirely around, thus increas- 
ing the floor space to 13,000 feet. Its 
construction is wood, covered with 
plaster, and it is circled outside by a 
promenade. 

Mr, Young’s plan was an economical 
one, of canvas, to be put up at a cost 
of $2500. 

Mr. Sharp of San Francisco, who is 
traveling in the interest of the Mid- 
winter Fair, made some pertinent re- 
marks in regard to combining for the 
Southern California exhibit. He thought 
fully two-thirds of all the people he 
met. favored the idea. This twelfth 
world’s fair must be made a grand suc- 
cess, and California is known the world 
over now. The State has to look to it 
that its reputation is maintained. 

Mr. Newberry of Riverside spoke of 
the plan from an economical point of 
view, representing his county, and a 
lengthy and earnest discussion followed 
to the feasibility of paying rents, con- 
structing etc. Riverside 
seemed favorably inclined to the enter- 
prise, if the expense could be kept 
within reasonable limits. Mr. Klokke 
thought that by erecting a building we 
should individualize ourselves, and so 
Southern California would win and hold 
@ reputation if our exhibit was a fine 
one, and made as a unit. During the 
continuance of this debate nearly every 
person present had a voice in the mat- 
ter; and although differing opinions pre- 
vailed as to details of the exhibition, 
the sentiment seemed almost unanim- 
ous that the seven counties which are 
included in Southern California should 
work in unison, and make the mid- 
winter showing representative of the 
southern country. 

The motion was finally carried that 
the sum of $25,000 be devoted by the 
Southern counties for constructing 
buildings and decorating grounds, for 
maintaining such an exhibition. 

The motion of Judge Silent, that it 
be considered the sense of the meeting 
that the seven counties of Southern 
Sigua exhibit as a unit, was car- 


Upon motion of Mr. Young, the chair- 
man appointed Messrs. Silent, Drew ahd 
Young to go to San Francisco and

man Slauson was appointed to visit 
Orange county to work up interest 
there, and Messrs. Forman, Stimson 
and Klokke were appointed on a similar 
mission to Santa Barbara county, with 
instructions to report at the next meet-

PASADENA. 


The City Council Convened in 
Special Session. 


To Hurry Street Paving Matters Through— 
Lecture by Mr. Masters—Local 
News Briefly Summed 
Up—Personals. 


A special meeting of the City Coun- 

cil was held Thursday morning for the 

. purpose of pushing along the proceed- 
ings for the paving of the intersections 
of Colorado street with Raymond and 
Fair Oaks avenues with all possible dis- 
patch. Some other business was trans- 
acted, however, as the following re- 
port will show: e 

Mayor Weed presided, and all the 
trustees were present except Mr. Mc- 
Quilling. 

Mayor Weed submitted the following 
estimates of the cost of publishing an 
advertisement for one month, calling 
for bids for lighting the city by elec- 
tricity for one or more years to come, 
following the expiration of the local 
company’s contract, ‘which is near at 
hand: The Times, $40.50; Herald, $20; 
Star, $10. The figures of the Star alone 
captured the fancy of the trustees, and 
it was resolved to confine the publica- 
tion of the advertisement to that paper. 

A petition was presented, signed by 
property-owners, representing 1479 feet 
frontage, asking that the official grade 
of Madeline Drive, between Orange 
Grove and Pasadena avenues, be estab- 
lished. The petition was granted, and 
the City Engineer instructéd to make 
the necessary survey. ~ 

Resolutions were adopted for paving 
with asphaltum the intersections of 
Colorado street with Raymond and Fair 
Oaks avenues, together with other reso- 
lutions, ordering the carrying out of 
such work. 

A resolution was adopting 
specifications for grading, curbing and 
guttering with cobblestones, and laying 
cement sidewalks on Moline avenue, 
between Colorado street and the Santa 
Fe crossing. Another resolution, order- 
ing such work, was also passed. 

Resolutions of intention were passed, 
to construct sewers on Summit avenue 
and on Chestnut street, and on Euclid 
avenue, between Colorado and Walnut 
streets. 

Trustee Clark verbally reported that 
General Manager Wade and Engineer 
Perris, of the Santa Fe Company, had 
visited town on Wednesday, and after 
inspecting the Marengo avenue and 
Union street crossings, had agreed to 
put in larger culverts at once to carry 
off storm water, as well as to provide 
for laying the street pavement and 
cement sidewalks at the Colorado street 
crossing. 

The meeting then adjourned.

A Couple of Tough Characters 
at Santa Ana. 


The Notorious Walter Ramsditl, Alias Clifford, 
and His Female Accomplice—Two 
Dangerous Criminais— 

Brevities. 


In Wednesday’s Times appeared the 
following paragraph from San Diego in 
reference to one of the smoothest con- 
fidence operators and general frauds 
that ever struck this Coast: 

“Recently a couple of female impost- 
ors undertook to work the community, 
but were exposed and compelled to 
leave the city. Now comes a male 
swindler, one Clifford, so he gives his 
name. Professing to be a piano-tuner, 
he got into genteel houses, representing 
himself as employed by a well-known 
music dealer here. He got himself 
enough believed by some people to be 
engaged to tune several pianos, which 
he almost ruined. He has been ex- 
posed, and will probably work north- 
ward, if he has not already tried it on 
in other places. He is about 5 feet 10 
inches high, and wears blue clothes. 
He is light complexioned.”’ 

This man Clifford arrived in Santa 
Ang last Sunday evening, coming in on 
the’ train from San Diego, accompanied 
by a woman, and stopping at one of 
Santa Ana’s leading hotels, registering 
as H. Meyerhoff and wife, San Fran- 
cisco. He claimed to be a piano-tuner, 
and said that he represented Bartlett 
Bros.’ music house, Los Angeles. 

Upon this representation, on Mon- 
day, he succeeded in getting a piano 
to tune, and while engaged at this 
work, by misrepresentation, managed 
to get rooms in a private family for 
himself and Their actions, 
however, were queer and unsatisfac- 
tory to the owner of the rooms, and ine 
matter was reported to the Times cor- 
respondent. An investigation was made 
and the result has been startling, to 
say the least. -First, a telephone mes- 
sage to Mr. Bartlett of Los Angeles 
brought the information that no such 
person as H. Meyerhoff represented 
his business in Santa Ana or any other 
town; that, in fact; he had never heard. 
of such a man. Having this informa- 
tion for a starter, the investigation was 
continued, and in a short time it was 
ascertained that Mr. Meyerhoff was 
none other than Walter T. Ramsdill of 


Milwaukee, a most notorious char- 
acter, and the wife (7?) a Miss 
Millie Davis, very well known in 


Northern California and Oregon 
gamblers and sports of the worst kind. 
Ramsdill has for the past several years 
been in communication with some of 
the most notorious characters, both 
male and female, in the East and the 
Middle and Western States, and is 
known in almost every State in the 
Union by as many aliases. 

In Trinidad, Colo., he is known as 
H. Cc. Clifford, and in Santa Fe and 
Las Vegas, N. M., he figures as an 
agent ot one of the worst dives in 
town, and. was known by the common 
prostitutes as “‘Buck”’ Clifford. In East 
Los Vegas, two years ago, his wife, or 
at least a woman supposed to be his 
wife, died in the Ladies’ Hospital, and 
was buried by. that organization of 
Christian ladies, a portion of her 
funeral expenses being defrayed by 
kindly-disposed citizens, who sympa- 
thized with the unfortunate woman, 
but who knew nothing of her history. 
He has operated in Wichita, Kan., 
and- has been in collusion with several 
notorious characters in the wilds of 
Oklahoma. The girl, Millie Davis, is 
well known, and has plied her nefar- 
ious trade in Salem, Ashland and Port- 
land, Or., and Yreka, Sisson and Mon- 
tague, Cal. She is also known in San 
Louis Obispo and other California 
towns. When this notorious pair 
arrived in Santa Ana from San Diego 
they secured rooms in a quiet portion 
of town for a week, at least, and per- 
haps a month. Their stay, however, 
was only three days. Wednesday aft- 
ernoon while Ramsdill, alias Myerhoff, 
was trying to persuade a resident inthe 
northern portion Of the city that his 
piano needed tuning, the said resident 
remembered that he had seen some- 
thing in The Times that morning from 
San Diego about a plano-tuner who was 
declared to be a fraud, so he picked up 
the paper and, finding the paragraph 
again, read it over, after which he 
spoke of it to Mr. Myerhoff and then 
handed him the paper, at the same 
time stating that the description seemed 
to fit him quite well. Myerhoff turned 
the conversation for the time in an- 
other line, but soon took his leave, and 
in another half hour was down at his 
rooms getting his traps together for 
another move. He told the owner of 
the rooms that he had just received a 
telegram from Mr. Bartlett of Los An- 
geles that his mother had arrived from 
the East and that he would run up to 
the city for a day or two to visit her, 
after which he would return; that he 
would take his wife with him, as she 
was so timid and nervous when left 
alone.

In filling his place upon 
the Board of City Trustees the mem- 
bers are disposéd to select another who 
holds views upon public questions in 
harmony with those known to be en- 
tertained by Mr. Kingsbury.

The afernoon session Monday was 
opened by music, consisting of a piano 
duet by Mrs. Senter and Miss Bush, 
and a vocal solo by A. E. Miller. 

H. W. Caldwell then read a very in- 
teresting paper_on “English in Our 
Public Schools,” saying that.the key- 
note of successful literature teaching 
is giving the child the idea that he is 
reading a book, not studying a lesson, 
Following this, Miss Squires, the 
teacher of English in the High School, 
gave a short talk on the same subject, 
saying, “‘There is no such-field for the 
development of ability to express ‘what 
the pupil knows, as the study of the 
literature embraced in our course. It 
often occurs that the pupil knows what 
he is asked, but he is at a loss to find 
the words in which to clothe his an- 
swer.”’ 

After recess, Miss Kittie Bailard 
sang ‘“‘Who’s at My Window,” the song 
being much appreciated. 

State Superintendent Anderson then 
addressed the institute. ‘“‘Are we Pro- 
gressing’’ was his subject. He re- 
viewed the progress in State schools of 
California since his advent in the State, 
and Said that. to John Swett of San 
Francisco should be credited the pres- 
ent excellent condition of. our State 


school system. He denounced the 
union high-school law as ve poor 
policy, and said that high-school 


courses should not be made to fit the 
pupils for the State University, but to 
fit them for active aud useful lives. 
The State superintendent ex 
himself very forcibly against the, pro- 
posed system of pensioning school 
teachers. He cldsed by saying that an 
evil is the présent system of grading 
and promotion, and until it was rem- 
edied the schools would not be on a 
normal basis. 

Tuesday morning Arthur Balaam read 
a paper on the abolishment of corporal 
puishment, in which he strongly op- 
posed whipping the child. This led ‘to 
a lively discussion, in which the teach- 
ers aired their opinions on the ques- 
tion of Birch vs. Moral. Suasion,, and 
considerable difference of opinion was 
expressed. 

Prof. Kirk, assistant State school su- 
perintendent of Minnesota, addressed 
the institute on the schools of Cali- 
fornia, speaking of them in very favor- 
able terms. 

One of the most interesting papers 
of the institute was the one read on 
“The Sloyd’ School,” by Miss Edna 
Rich. Miss Rich has made _ these 
schools a special study, and is the 
teacher in the new Sloyd school here. 
She was present at the conference of 
manual training teachers at the 
World’s Fair, and in her paper read 
here treated the subject very thor- 
oughly and exhaustively, reading at 
length from the writings of Larsson, 
the Swedish advocate of Sloyd. The 
objections to training the hand and 
mind together were met and overcome, 
and in the discussion which followed 
the able paper, no one took issue with 
Miss Rich on the benefits of the sys- | 
tem. Prof. Keyes of Throop Univer- 
sity led the discussion, and expressed 
himself as highly in favor of the sys- 
tem, not only for the boy who is to 
become a mechanic, but also for the 
one intended for a professional man, 
as it deepens and broadens his mind. 
Tuesday afternoon Prof. Keyes read 
a paper entitled “An Hour With the 
Lady of the Lake,” in which he an- 
alyzed Scott’s master poem, and 
pointed the proper way.in which to 
instruct scholars whose English course 
requires @ study of the poem.

Rumors That Judge Smith Will Impanel 


Another Grand Jury. 

Dist.-Atty. Dillon was seen yesterday 
and asked what further steps, if any, 
were to be taken in the City Bank mat- 
ter. He replied that as far as the in- 
dictments by the late grand jury were 
concerned, private parties could just 
as well file informations against the 
bank officers, and suits could be con- 
ducted with as much facility as if a 
grand jury indictment was the basis. 
The District Attorney said that x 
bank officers must have ‘“squared”’ 
themselves in some way with the de- 
positors, as, notwithstanding reports to 
the contrary, no person had yet ap- 
plied to his office to have criminal pro- 
ceedings begun. Mr. Dillon further 
said that he had heard of the rumor 
that Judge Smith intended to impanel 
another grand jury, but he attached 
little credence to the report, as, in his 
opinion, such a proceeding would again 
not stand the test.
